The New York World, for instance, oalls it a
“hot ghot fired with admirable dexterity and
preolsion into the very magazine of the radi-
cala,” a “dilemma,’ ato.

It Is amusing to ses with what facility these
conservatives forget facts which averybody
else remembers. If the overthrow of these
Johnson Btate Governments by the United
States entails upon the eduntry the old debts
oontraoted before the war by the afterward
Rabel States, it is diffioult to see why we have
not already incurred that liability. Nobody
deniss that we overthrew the State Govern-
ments that were in existence in the Rebel
Htates st the closing of the war, If any lia-
bility for the old State debts conld be incurred
by the United States, then was the time when
it was dome. If conquest entails the debts of
the conguered upon the conqueror, then we are
“‘in for it," beyond a doubt, for we did con-
quer and subdue and annihilate the State
Governments of the Rebel States. Bherman
sought to save them in his celebrated outline
of a treaty with the Rebel General Johuston
but the Government refused te listen to the
proposition, and the Rebel State Governments
wont out into utter nothingness.

The faot is, the continnity of existence in
the Btate Governments of the late Rebel States
has been fatally broken. If we take any of
thoe loyal States, Pennsylvania for instanoe,
wo find an unbroken chain of existence from
the first moment of its being down to the pre-
sent time. Each successive State Government
has grown legitimately out of its predecessor,
Eaoh suocessive constitution has grown legally
out of that which went before it. There has
been no break—no hiatus. Batin the case of
the late Rebel States a difforent phenomenon pro-
sentgitaelf. If wetrace thechainof their govern-
mental existence downwards, we come at the
oloss of the Rebellion to a break. We reach
a period when the State organizatien perishes,
It doss not take a new form, but it absolutely
ceases to be, A gulf yawns across which no
line of continuous organized government ex-
tends. It is like one of those oatastrophes in
nature of which geologists tell us, in which
sll previous organisms perish and go out of
being.

Or again, if we start from the present and
go backwards, taking Mr. Johnson’s illegal
but de facte State organizations as a starting
point, we guickly reach a place where the
line breaks, We find his governments having
no bond of connection with any that have gone
before. They do mnot grow out of their prode-
oessors in time by any legal or constitutional
proceas. Their history runs back to a Presi-
dential decres, and there it stops. Belween
them and all that were before there is an im-
passable chasm. They are mere usurpations,
without the faintest shadow of legality or con-
stitutionality.

The truth of the matter is, that there have
beon no constitutional State Governments in the
Rebel States gince their old loyal Governments
were superseded by the Rebel organizations at
the breaking out of the war. Everything, from
that time down to this, calling itself a State
Government there, has been as foreign to our
Comstitution and laws as was the mow over-
thrown empire of the dead Maximilian, The

that word as synonymous with the people—and
that ia ome of its legitimate nses—has abided
samidst all the chauges that have ocourred in
its outward orgaunlzation. All the obligations
imcurred by the people before this

era of rebellion and revolution began, remain
in full force, and must be assumed by them
the moment they oblain once more s legiti-
mate organ through which to act in a corpo-
rate capacity. The idea that the general (ioy-
srnment, in relieving these people from the

poaying their just debis, is an absurdity
so wild and illogical that it could only have

Concerning the Purity of our Local
Judiciary.

In the Nerth American Review for July is an
extended article on the subject of the Judiolary
of New York city, which is in charaoter rather
an exposd than a criticiam. Supposing all its
statements to be true—and the high character
of the Reviewi{s a good guarsntes—the oor-
ruption of the New York bench must rival
that of Graat Britain in the days of Bacon and
Joffrays. It seems as though justios was de-
nied except for bribery, and that of all lucra-
tive positions that of a New York Judge is
the richest. The article divides the cause of
the corruption into different heads, and seeks
& cause for each species of evil. Thas, we
are told that the vast patronage in the hands
of the bench is one reason, and the irresponsi-
bility of the Judges is another, and many
others; and the writer deduces the
conclusfon, if not in words at least by in-
ferenoe, that an appoisted and not an
elective judiciary is the only method of secur-
ing honest dispensers of public justice. Bo
far as New York city is conocerned, we think
that the dedunotion is perfectly correot. The
faot that out of one hundred and twenty thou-
sand votes over seventy thousand are polled
by foreign-born citizens, and that the worst
olags of the people rule the political parties, we
think makes it imperatively necessary to place
in other hands the power which the peopls are
not gualified to exercise. In the hands of the
(Governor of New York the selection of judges
would be much bstter lodged than with a
cligue or packed convention.
But becanse such is true so far ag New York
is concerned, it does not follow that the same
defects exist in Philadelphia and other ‘‘vil-
lages,"” where the primal simplicity of the
people has mot led them to delegate all their
political power to foreigners and aliens. We
do mot consider that the good Judges that
Philadelphia has been blest with are ““aoci-
dents,”” Nor is it at all likely that the day
will ever come when we will have bad Judges.
It has been many years since the city of Phi-
ladelphia selected her own judicial officers.
Nearly twenty years have elapsed since the
gol of incorporation made that provision, yet
we have never yet been afflicted with bad, or
even amedioore Judge. The reason for this
we think is found in the established policy of
the bar to create a controlling influence in the
Judivial Convention.
It matters not which party makes a good
choice, the other must do likewise in order
that their candidate may stand some chance of
success; and go long as the politioal parties of
Philadelphia continue so equally balanced, so
long willwve be assured of having good Judges.
Neither dare put up a party candidate who
has no requisites bat party services for such a
place, for the gentlemen of our city who hold
the balance of power wonld evidentfly sapport
the best man, The purity, therefore, of the
benoh demands that a contest be made for the
position of Judge whenever it becomes vacant,
If once an idea prevails that there will be no
opposition, we will ind the selectiods descend
to gecond-class nominess,
It is only the absolute necessity of a good
selection, in order to sucosed, that secures for
us & judiciary so far saperior to that of New
York, We, therefore, are doubly opposed
to the idea started recently, that there should
be no nomination msade by the Rapublican
party for the post of Associate Judge. We
are oppossd to it becanse it will insugurate a
prevedent dangerous to the continued purity
of our bench; for although in the present case
the Opposition way have an homest and able
candidate, it does not follow that the next dan-
didate for universal favor will be other than a
popular man; and, secondly, hecause we do not
desiré tosee an ufies within our reach pass into
the hands of our opponents. It is the equal
balance of parties and the certainty of a don-
test that has given ns good jadges, aud we
deem it exceedingly inexpedient to have the

An Amendmeont te the Constitution that
Ought to be Adopted,

I the Bonate yesterday, Mr. Wilson, of Mas-
sachusetta, offered & joint resolution proposing

Buch an amendment, if adopted, would go
very far towards settling the most vexations
of our presenl politioal issues. Under our
present system of operations oitizendhip, with
its highest privileges, is at the meroy of pre-
judice and injustice. A man, for instance, who
has for years beem & citizen of the State of
New York, upon removal to Pennsylvania
may find himself, without the commission of
any orime, perpetually disfranchised. This is
the height of injustice. Indeed, if the oon-
struotion of the Constitution, maintained by
some, that suffrage is & matter wholly within
the realm of State law, be true, we sse nothing
to prevent any State from making birth within
its own limits one of the gualifications for ex-
ercising the olective franchise, and thus ex-
eluding from the ballot-box all persons born
in any of the other States. Bomething in this
line of operations was attempted in some of
the late Rebel States shortly after the war, by
making an excessive term of residence within
their State necessary to citizenship, with the
avowed object of excluding Northern settlers
from participation in the political power of
their communitiss,

The abolition of slavery rendered it proper
that all distinotions of political rights in this
country based upon oolor should be oblite-
rated. Probably the shortast and surest way
to reach that end would be b an amendment
to the Constitution such as that proposed by
Benator Wilson. Such an amendment might
also save us from fearful convulsions in the
future. It is the avowed purpose of the mis-
ealled conservatives in the South, if they ever
got power in their hands, to disfranchise the
oolored citizens. Such an outrage could hardly
fail to produce a civil convulsion of the most
fearful character, torminating, probably, in a
terrible war of races, and proving the utter
ruin of tha Sonth. To guard against such a
contingency, the rule of civil and political
equality should be incorporated in the Conati-
tution iteelf, The gquestion would then be for-
ever set at rest. It conld no longer form a
political issue, and parties and the country
itself could turn their attention to subjects
which more properly fall within the domain of
politics,
